Dear  Alumnae, 

As  you  will  recall,  last  June  the 
four  Dana  Hall  Schools  joined  in  a 
convocation  with  a two-fold  pur- 
pose: to  honor  the  memory  of  Miss 
Cooke  and  to  announce  the  plans 
for  the  new  all-school  Development 
Program — in  other  words,  "the  light 
of  the  past  shining  not  into  our 
eyes  but  over  our  shoulders.” 

I am  glad  to  report  that  substan- 
tial progress  has  been  made.  The 
Development  Office  with  Mr.  Tou- 
pence  in  charge  of  records,  files,  and 
correspondence  has  been  established 
in  Brookside  Cottage.  Mrs.  Peter- 
son representing  the  Pine  Manor 
alumnae  and  Mrs.  Puffer  represent- 
ing the  Dana  Hall  alumnae  have 
their  offices  in  the  same  building. 
Centralization  will  facilitate  better  co- 
ordination between  offices  with  related 
and  overlapping  functions. 

The  three  Development  Program 
consultants,  Mr.  Bernard  P.  Taylor, 
executive  director  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Foundation,  Mr.  Heman 
J.  Pettengill,  past  executive  director  of 
Newton,  Massachusetts,  Community 
Chest,  and  Mr.  Wayne  Davis,  public 
relations  consultant,  have  met  fre- 
quently with  me  during  the  summer 
in  order  to  make  plans  for  the  fu- 
ture. As  the  year  unfolds,  the 
results  of  these  plans  will  become 
very  apparent  in  the  form  of  mail- 
ing pieces,  alumnae  organization, 
visits  from  various  key  people, 
progress  reports,  and  solicitation  of 
students  and  faculty.  You  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  help. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that 
the  architects’  plans  for  the  new  li- 
brary and  art  center  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  specifications  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  a group  of  contractors  for 
competitive  bidding  with  a deadline 
of  December  31,  1955.  The  pros- 
pects are  that  the  bulldozers  and 
cranes  will  be  at  work  on  the  foun- 
dation this  spring  and  that  we  may 
be  able  to  hold  a dedication  cere- 
mony next  June  at  Commencement. 

You  can  readily  imagine  that 
there  is  a full-time  job  for  some- 
body in  directing  and  coordinating 
many  different  aspects  of  such  a 
program.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
has  asked  me  to  undertake  the  re- 
sponsibility. Obviously,  I could  not 
do  justice  to  this  new  task  and  at 
the  same  time  do  justice  to  the  ad- 
ministrative functions  of  the  Presi- 
dent’s Office  at  Pine  Manor.  There- 
fore, I have  resigned  the  presidency

of  Pine  Manor  in  order  to  devote 
my  full  attention  to  this  all-school 
Development  Program.  The  func- 
tions of  the  office  of  the  president 
will  be  handled  by  an  interim  com- 
mittee reporting  to  me  during  the 
current  academic  year.  I am  glad 
to  welcome  Mr.  Ferry  as  president- 
elect. He  is  an  old  friend  and  a 
professional  colleague.  I have  con- 
fidence his  administration  will  re- 
flect credit  upon  the  College. 

As  I look  back  upon  my  three 
years  as  the  president  of  Pine  Man- 
or, I take  pride  in  the  progress  of 
the  college.  The  financial  operating 
results  have  shown  a vast  improve- 
ment; the  enrollment  has  increased 
by  57%;  the  caliber  of  the  faculty 
has  improved  with  respect  to  aca- 
demic qualifications;  faculty  salaries 
have  been  raised;  the  admissions 
policies  have  become  more  selective; 
the  number  of  seniors  transferring 
to  other  institutions  for  further 
higher  education  has  increased;  the 
requirements  for  academic  honors 
have  been  raised  with  a resulting 
improvement  in  standards.  A num- 
ber of  old  courses  have  been 
strengthened  and  new  ones  added. 
Many  of  the  campus  regulations 
have  been  modernized.  The  College 
has  been  widely  represented  at  the 
regional  and  national  level  in  pro- 
fessional organizations.  The  prog- 
ress made  in  alumnae  and  public  re- 
lations has  been  substantial.  The 
plant  has  been  kept  in  good  repair, 
and  now  we  are  off  to  a good  start 
on  the  new  library  and  art  center. 
In  short,  I am  proud  to  report  that 
the  College  is  in  the  best  shape  it 
has  been  in  for  some  time  and  that 
it  has  good  prospects  for  the  future. 

The  credit  for  much  of  this  grati- 
fying result  goes  to  the  faculty  and 
staff  for  their  loyal  and  untiring 


efforts  and  to  the  students — especial- 
ly the  leaders — who  have  made  such 
real  achievements  through  the  appli- 
cation of  the  honor  code,  the  opera- 
tion of  the  student  government,  and 
the  stimulation  of  clubs  and  organiza- 
tions. We  are  definitely  on  the 
right  track,  and  I have  confidence 
that  a continuation  of  the  trends  and 
policies  of  the  last  three  years  will 
make  Pine  Manor  a college  even 
more  deserving  of  your  pride  and 
support  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

You  may  be  sure  that  the  shift  in 
emphasis  of  my  duties  will  not  mean 
a lessening  of  my  interest  in  or  at- 
tention to  Pine  Manor.  It  is  not  that 
I shall  be  serving  the  College  less 
but  actually  more,  by  helping  to  raise 
the  funds  necessary  to  promote  its 
progress  on  a broad  front  in  the 
days  ahead.  It  is  with  these  thoughts 
in  mind  that  I greet  the  Pine  Manor 
alumnae  this  fall  and  call  upon  one 
and  all  to  rally  to  the  support  of 
the  Development  Program.

Hill  announce  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Frederick  C.  Ferry,  Jr.,  Dean 
of  Bradford  Junior  College,  as  pres- 
ident-elect of  Pine  Manor  Junior 
College.  Mr.  Ferry  will  take  office 
July  1,  1956. 

Mr.  Ferry  has  been  Dean  of  Brad- 
ford Junior  College  since  1951. 
While  at  Bradford  he  has  also 


served  as  chairman  of  the  cur- 
riculum and  various  other  commit- 
tees, and  for  one  year  during  the 
absence  of  the  president,  he  was 
one  of  a committee  of  three  in 
charge  of  administering  the  College. 

By  training,  experience,  and  con- 
viction, he  is  an  advocate  of  the 
liberal  arts. 

Born  in  Williamstown,  Massachu- 
setts, in  1913  while  his  father  was 
dean  of  Williams  College,  he  attended 
Utica  (N.  Y.)  Country  Day  School, 
entered  Deerfield  Academy  in  1929, 
and  was  graduated  in  1931- 

Four  years  later  he  received  his 
A.B.  degree  from  Hamilton  College. 
He  also  holds  a master’s  degree  in 
educational  administration  awarded 
by  Harvard  University  in  1951. 

Before  coming  to  Bradford  he 
served  at  Rhode  Island  School  of 
Design  in  various  administrative 
capacities  for  12  years,  including  11 
years  as  director  of  admissions.  His 
other  posts  there  included  those  of  di- 
rector of  publicity,  alumni  relations, 
and  placement.  For  one  year  he  also 
taught  mathematics  at  the  Moses 
Brown  School  in  Providence.

It  is  conveniently  lo- 
cated only  a block  or  so  from  Pine 
Manor,  and  is  one  of  several  build- 
ings in  the  area  which  have  either 
historical  or  architectural  value, 
particularly  to  students  from  other 
parts  of  the  United  States.

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UTN  A LARGE,  brick  house,  colorless  and  unpretentious, 
"nn  one  of  the  older  residential  areas  of  Philadelphia,  a 
family  of  father  and  mother,  son  and  daughter,  are  practicing 
an  ancient  art  that  reached  its  first  golden  age  in  the  twelfth 
century — the  making  of  stained  glass  windows.* 

"The  converted  dwelling  houses  the  studios  of  the  Willet 
Stained  Glass  Company,  one  of  the  ten  or  more  firms  in  this 
country  that  are  making  a truly  American  contribution  to  what 
was  probably  the  last  of  the  European  fine  arts  to  cross  the 
Atlantic.”  Henry  Lee  Willet,  father  of  Ann  Lee  Willet,  ’53, 
and  president  of  the  corporation,  "says  that  stained  glass  is  'the 
only  wholly  Christian  art,  unknown  before  the  Christian  era 
and  developed  entirely  within  the  Church  as  an  aid  to  wor-

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ship.'  The  Willet  family  has  created 
windows  for  hundreds  of  churches 
throughout  the  United  States,  includ- 
ing Washington  Cathedral  and  the 
Cadet  Chapel  at  West  Point  Military 
Academy.” 

Ann  Lee  who  was  graduated  from 
Pine  Manor  in  1953  is  an  indentured 
apprentice  and  has  never  thought  seri- 
ously of  any  other  career.  She  is  under 
the  Government’s  Apprentice  Train- 
ing Program  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Department  of  Labor,  the  Stained 
Glass  Association  of  America,  and  the 
Brotherhood  of  Painters,  Decorators 
and  Paperhangers.  Currently,  she  has 
completed  the  second  year  of  this  four- 
year  course  which  requires  150  hours 
of  released  time  per  year  for  study  at 
an  art  school,  the  Moore  Institute  of 
Arts,  Science  and  Industry.  On  the  pro- 
ceeding page  are  photographs  showing 
a detail  and  general  view  of  several  of 
the  ten  clerestory  windows,  designed 
and  painted  by  Ann,  for  the  University 
Christian  Church  in  Austin,  Texas. 

Ann’s  Grandfather  a Pioneer 

Ann  is  the  third  generation  of  Wil- 
lets  to  work  in  the  stained  glass  com- 
pany bearing  her  family  name.  Her 
grandfather,  "William  Willet,  was 
one  of  three  pioneers  of  stained-glass 
making  in  this  country. 

"There  are  several  reasons  for  the 
long  delay  of  the  entrance  of  stained 
glass  in  American  church  life.  For 
one  thing,  the  early  Puritans  took  a 
rather  dim  view  of  beauty  in  any  form 
— even  music  was  excluded  from  re- 
ligious services  as  being  too  worldly. 
For  another,  the  making  of  a window 
is  much  more  complex  than  merely 
soldering  together  bits  of  colored  glass 
— the  colonists  had  no  facilities  for 
this  intricate  art.  Importing  windows 
was  not  feasible  in  colonial  days,  for 
installation  was  almost  as  difficult  as 
making  the  windows.  Finally,  the  art 
itself  had  fallen  into  decline  in  Eu- 
rope; the  few  new  windows  were  main- 
ly adaptations  of  the  magnificent  crea- 
tions of  the  Middle  Ages. 

William  Willet  Sets  Pace 

"About  65  years  ago,  William  Wil- 
let, Harry  Goodhue  and  Otto  Heinigke 
began  making  stained-glass  windows  in 
America,  designing  them  to  express 
and  blend  with  the  New  World  en- 
vironment. William  Willet’s  chancel 
window  in  Calvary  Church,  Pittsburgh, 
in  1908,  set  a standard  for  stained- 
glass  work  in  the  United  States.  In 
1910  the  government  selected  William 
Willet’s  design,  from  26  submitted  by 
artists  from  all  over  the  world,  for  the 
monumental  stained-glass  windows  for 
West  Point  Cadet  Chapel.  A new 
panel  has  been  added  every  year  since, 


and  it  will  be  another  15  years  till  the 
commission  is  complete. 

Henry  Willet  Forms  New  Company 

"Ann’s  father,  Henry  Willet,  took 
over  his  father’s  commissions  when 
William  Willet  died.  But  ownership 
of  the  business  remained  in  his  moth- 
er's hands.”  Since  Henry  Willet  was 
concerned  to  find  new  directions,  to 
design  windows  to  express  the  aspira- 
tions and  sorrows  of  the  advancing 
twentieth  century,  he  struck  out  on 
his  own  and  formed  a new  company. 
There  were  hard  times,  but  Mr.  Willet 
seems  to  combine  successfully  "the  at- 
tributes of  artist  and  businessman. 
With  a current  staff  of  some  fifty 
craftsmen  and  capital  equipment  cost- 
ing around  a hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, he  lives  continually  with  the  clas- 
sical tension  between  the  artist’s  dream 
and  the  marketable  product.  He  seems 
to  take  this  predicament  for  granted, 
however,  and  is  veteran  of  many  spirit- 
ed hassles  with  pastors,  architects  and 
boards  of  trustees.  The  persistent  and 
diplomatic  artist  can,  he  feels,  sell  what 
he  knows  is  good.  'Look  at  Matisse; 
he  painted  what  he  wanted  and  died 
a millionaire.’  ” 

Buys  Family  Company 

Ultimately,  Henry  bought  the  origi- 
nal company  and  adopted  its  honored 
name.  But  he  has  continued  to  seek 
new  horizons  in  the  twentieth  century 
for  his  art.  "He  has  made  windows  de- 
picting Dicken’s  'Christmas  Carol,’ 
Shakespeare’s  'Seven  Ages  of  Man’ 
and  a completely  contemporary  win- 
dow showing  Christ  miraculously  trans- 
forming the  contentions  of  modern  life 
into  His  own  creative  harmonies. 

"This  theme,  the  impact  of  Christ 
and  his  Church  on  the  everyday  life 
of  men,  is  a favorite  with  Mr.  Willet. 
A church  window,  he  believes,  ought 
to  have  a meaning  for  those  who  pass 
it  on  weekdays,  as  well  as  for  Sunday- 
morning worshipers. 

"He  has  been  indefatigable  in  bring- 
ing his  principles  into  artistic,  profes- 
sional and  civic  affairs.”  In  addition  to 
numerous  responsible  positions  in  his 
own  Presbyterian  denomination  and  re- 
ligious groups  which  cut  through  de- 
nominational affiliations,  Henry  Wil- 
let is  a past  president  of  the  Stained 
Glass  Association  of  America,  was 
co-author  of  the  stained-glass  section 
of  "Encyclopedia  Americana,”  is  a 
director  of  the  Philadelphia  Art  Al- 
liance, and  headed  the  stained-glass 
portion  of  the  National  Apprentice 
Program  of  the  War  Manpower  Com- 
mission. In  the  last-named  position  he 
insisted  (against  the  opposition  of  the 
labor  unions)  that  no  race  or  sex  bar 
would  be  observed  in  this  program; 


his  one-man  campaign  for  desegrega- 
tion of  the  stained-glass  industry  has 
been  only  partly  successful — several 
women  now  are  craftsmen  (including 
Ann  Lee!),  but  no  Negroes.” 

Art  is  "The  Ministry  of  Color” 

Ann,  whose  engagement  to  Mr. 
John  M.  Kellogg,  Jr.  was  announced 
in  June,  her  mother  and  brother  cer- 
tainly share  Mr.  Willet’s  belief  that 
their  art  is  "the  ministry  of  color" 
and  that  "contemporary  windows,  like 
those  of  the  Middle  Ages,  have  a teach- 
ing function  in  their  subject  matter. 
But  more  important,  'God’s  light 
through  glass  is  akin  to  music  in  sug- 
gesting the  beautiful  harmonies  of  the 
Creation.  A finished  window  isn’t  a 
manufactured  thing — it’s  alive.  The 
color  is  vibrant  and  radiant,  changing 
with  every  hour  of  the  day.’ 

"That  is  what  three  generations  of 
Willets  have  been  building — 'cataracts 
of  color  between  cliffs  of  masonry,’ 
for  the  better  understanding  of  God 
by  his  people."

A $35,000  addition  to  Wheeler 
House  Dining  Center  and  extensive 
alterations  in  the  kitchen  last  summer 
now  contribute  to  the  ease  of  prepar- 
ing and  serving  students  in  a pleasant 
atmosphere. 

Wheeler  House  is  now  able  to  serve 
161  persons  formally  and  200  or  more 
buffet  style,  making  possible  the  con- 
solidation of  eating  areas  and  subse- 
quent closing  of  two  dining  centers. 

Square  footage  in  the  porch  dining 
room  was  increased  from  548  square 
feet  to  1,326  square  feet.  The  addition 
is  constructed  of  attractive  brick 
veneer;  has  an  asphalt  tile  floor  and 
a ceiling  of  acoustical  tile. 

Stainless  steel  counters  combined 
with  electrical,  portable  steam  tables 
makes  serving  efficient  and  convenient 
in  both  dining  rooms.  Stainless  steel 
back  bars,  automatic  coffee  makers  and 
new  toasters  were  also  installed. 

The  kitchen  was  enlarged  by  making 
several  small  rooms  into  one  large 
one,  thus  facilitating  the  movement  of 
food  through  the  kitchen.  The  food- 
handling equipment  was  rearranged 
with  this  goal  in  mind. 

New  equipment  includes  a dish- 
washer with  counters  to  handle  both 
soiled  and  clean  dishes,  a large  mixing 
machine,  electric  potato  peeler,  new 
counters  for  food  preparation,  an  au- 
tomatic deep  fat  fryer,  a "fry-top’’ 
range,  a refrigerator,  two  food  carts, 
ice  cream  cabinet,  and  an  addition  to 
the  bake  oven. 

The  entire  kitchen  area  was  painted, 
and  a new  asphalt  "grease  proof’’  tile 
floor  was  laid. 
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An  outstanding  film  version  of  Gian- 
Carlo  Menotti’s  tragic  opera,  "The 
Medium,’’  was  presented  by  the  art, 
drama,  and  music  departments  on  the 
evening  of  October  11. 

The  film  was  produced  at  the  Scalera 
Film  Studios  in  Rome,  Italy,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Menotti.  The  cast  in- 
cludes Marie  Powers,  Leo  Coleman, 
and  Anna  Maria  Alberghetti.  The 
Symphony  Orchestra  of  Rome  Radio 
Italiana  under  the  direction  of  Thomas 
Schippers  accompanies  the  singers.

Conferences  Attended 
By  College  Officers 

Eall  not  only  means  the  begin- 
ning of  college  to  Pine  Manor  ad- 
ministrative officers,  but  also  at- 
tending numerous  conferences  and 
meetings  concerned  with  the  prob- 
lems of  education. 

Dean  Brown  and  Miss  Emery  be- 
gan their  "conference  year”  by  at- 
tending the  Joint  Biennial  Confer- 
ence of  Eastern  Area  Directors  of 
Admissions  and  Registrars  and  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Deans 
of  Women  on  October  1 at  Boston 
College.  The  meeting  was  concerned 
mainly  with  integration  of  curriculum 
in  high  schools  and  colleges. 

Dr.  Hill  and  Dean  Brown  went 
to  the  38th  Annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Council  on  Education  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  October  6 and  7. 

Topics  on  the  program  included 
discussion  of  means  of  reducing  the 
length  of  the  educational  process; 
helping  qualified  students  to  con- 
tinue their  education;  higher  edu- 
cation’s responsiblity  in  encourag- 
ing international  understanding; 
and  ways  of  increasing  the  useful- 
ness of  educational  resources. 

A number  of  talks  by  qualified 
persons  elaborated  each  topic.  Ones 
that  Dean  Brown  mentioned  as  par- 
ticularly interesting  were  discussions 
on  how  to  handle  the  rising  tide  of 
students  and  the  use  of  television, 
both  open  and  closed  circuit,  for 
educational  purposes. 

Among  the  printed  talks  brought 
back  from  the  meeting  was  one  that 
especially  caught  your  editor’s  eye. 
Waldo  C.  M.  Johnston,  Secretary 
of  the  Yale  Alumni  Board,  pre-

sented  the  Tax  Credit  Plan,  a bill 
recently  introduced  in  Congress  and 
backed  by  the  American  Alumni 
Council.  The  plan  proposes  that  the 
taxpayer  parent  be  given  a 30%  tax 
credit  for  tuition  and  fees  paid  to 
an  institution  of  higher  learning  on 
his  final  income  tax  return,  with  a 
limit  of  $450  credit  for  each  student 
the  parent  is  sending  to  college. 

Says  Mr.  Johnston,  "The  problem 
of  education  and  how  to  pay  for  it 
is  one  of  the  greatest  national  prob- 
lems of  our  times  . . . The  Tax 
Credit  Plan  offers  an  opportunity 
for  . . . children  to  go  to  college  who 
would  not  otherwise  be  able  to  and 
who  have  given  up  hope  of  attending.” 

He  continued,  "It  gives  hope  to 
our  colleges  and  universities,  which 
by  dedicating  themselves  to  vast 
scholarship  programs  and  the  lowest 
possible  tuitions,  have  willingly 
shackled  themselves  with  financial 
burdens  that  would  not  be  coun- 
tenanced ...  in  any  business  concern.” 

This  plan  was  devised  by  educa- 
tors, congressional  leaders  and  alum- 
ni. Mr.  Johnston  explained,  "This 
bill  will  become  law  . . . and  imme- 
diately go  to  work,  if  all  aware  and 
educated  people  come  to  its  aid.” 

On  October  19,  Dean  Brown  and 
Miss  Emery  went  to  the  Eastern 
Division  of  the  New  England  Sec- 
ondary School  and  College  Associa- 
tion at  Wellesley  College.  The 
discussion  dealt  with  the  problem  of 
teaching  students  to  be  literate. 

As  a member-at-large  of  the  Colby 
Alumni  Council,  Miss  Emery  at- 
tended council  meetings  October  29 
in  Waterville,  Maine.  As  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Relations 
with  Secondary  Schools,  she  reported 
her  committee’s  progress  to  the 
Council.  Her  work  with  the  Colby 
Council,  she  says,  is  an  interesting 
and  helpful  parallel  to  her  position 
as  Registrar  of  Pine  Manor. 

On  November  5,  Dean  Brown 
heard  views  of  many  educators  on 
the  subject,  "What  Liberal  Arts 
Colleges  are  Doing  to  Prepare  Ele- 
mentary Teachers”  at  a meeting  of 
the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Deans  of  Women,  meeting  at  Sim- 
mons College,  Boston. 

Miss  Emery  went  to  Springfield, 
Massachusetts,  on  November  19  for 
a two-day  meeting  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Association  of  College  Regis- 
trars and  Admissions  Officers.

WITH  a total  contribution  of 
$84 5 5 to  the  Alumnae  Fund 
for  the  library  and  art  center,  classes 
of  ’55  and  ’56  have  established  a 
record  of  which  they  can  be  proud. 

Sparked  by  the  leadership  of  Jill 
Lonnquist,  Patty  Finkle,  and  Gail 
Sammons,  the  Pine  Manor  students 
last  spring  chose  a tangible  way  of 
expressing  their  approval  of  the 
plans  for  the  proposed  building. 

They  selected  a study  room  as  the 
part  they  want  to  "build."  To  reach 
nearly  85%  of  their  ambitious  goal 
of  $10,000  and  70%  of  their  goal 
of  unanimous  student  support  is  an 
accomplishment  which  is  a challenge 
to  alumnae,  parents,  and  friends. 

A total  of  163  students  pledged 
last  spring.  The  average  gift  per 
donor  was  $52,  making  the  yearly 


average  gift  $10.40.  Over  a five- 
year  period,  34  of  the  163  pledges 
range  from  $100  to  $250. 

The  seniors  and  third-year  stu- 
dents set  the  pace  with  a 70%  return 
and  an  average  pledge  of  $69.50. 
They  reached  a total  of  $4225.  The 
third-year  women  responded  unani- 
mously at  the  average  rate  of  $121 
apiece  for  a total  of  $850.  This  as- 
sures them  of  a plaque  on  an  alcove 
named  in  their  honor. 

The  freshmen  equalled  the  seniors 
in  percentage  response  and  subscribed 
a total  of  $4230.  Their  average  gift 
per  student  was  $41.50  over  a five-year 
period.  The  fact  that  102  freshmen 
pledged  is  encouraging  evidence  of 
enthusiasm  for  the  development  plans. 

Both  classes  are  within  easy  reach 
of  their  $5000  goals. 


$6375 


Drive  results  to  date  are  shown  in 
the  above  picture.  You  can  see  that 
$6375  was  pledged  by  69  students. 
In  other  words,  three-quarters  of  the 
money  was  subscribed  by  less  than 
half  of  the  donors.  This  bears  tes- 
timony to  the  relative  importance 
of  gifts  in  the  upper  brackets. 

By  contrast,  the  fact  that  a quar- 
ter of  the  total,  $2080,  was  pledged 
by  over  half  of  the  girls  indicates 
the  widespread  strength  of  the  ap- 
peal. Furthermore,  these  gifts  were 
mostly  in  the  $25  bracket — within 
range  of  the  average  student  purse. 

The  outcome  so  far  is  very  en- 
couraging. Now  what  are  the  fu- 
ture prospects?  If  the  remaining  71 
students  who  did  not  pledge  will 
match  the  contributions  of  their 
classmates  at  the  average  rate  of 
$10  a year  for  five  years,  then  they 
can  top  the  goal  and  ensure  their 
classes’  being  honored  in  a plaque 
on  the  wall  of  the  study  room.  This 
conclusion  is  illustrated  in  the  draw- 
ing to  the  left. 

The  architects’  plans  have  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Specifications  have  been  submitted 
to  contractors  for  bidding. 

Now  is  the  time  for  friends  of  Pine 
Manor  to  follow  the  example  of  the 
classes  of  ’55  and  ’56,  so  that  this 
long-cherished  dream  will  soon  be- 
come a reality.

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Student  Views  on  Campus  News 


Ordinarily,  the  only  thing  that’s 
different  about  one’s  senior  year  is 
the  fact  that  one  is  a senior.  All  else  re- 
mains unchanged.  The  rules  are  the 
same;  the  routine  is  the  same;  the  tra- 
ditions are  the  same;  and  the  people 
are  very  much  the  same. 

This  is  not  an  ordinary  year  at  Pine 
Manor  though.  Many  changes  have 
taken  place  since  we  of  the  senior 
class  ended  our  freshman  year.  A big 
change  which  came  as  a blow  to  all  of 
us  was  Dr.  Hill’s  resignation  as  presi- 
dent of  the  College.  Although  we  re- 
gretted this  change,  we  are  happy 
that  Dr.  Hill  is  still  among  us  as  Di- 
rector of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools. 

Another  change  which  has  probably 
affected  campus  life  more  than  any 
was  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Gilbertson 
as  Dean  of  Residence.

She  has  returned  to  Pine  Manor  this 
year  to  teach  English.  Now,  to  take 
her  place  as  director  of  non-academic 
activities,  we  have  a new  person  w’ith 
a new  title — Mrs.  Prior,  Pine  Manor’s 
first  Dean  of  Students. 

I am  very  happy  to  report  that  the 
consensus  of  campus  opinion  seems 
to  be  that  Mrs.  Prior  is  a wonderful 
addition  to  Pine  Manor.  In  the  short 
time  that  she  has  been  here,  she  has 
effected  many  changes,  all  of  which 
meet  with  the  wholehearted  approval 
of  the  student  body. 

On  the  non-academic  level,  she  has 
made  our  honor  code  into  a system 
which  better  deserves  its  title.  She 
has  accomplished  this  by  working  for 
the  students  through  the  students. 

Much  of  the  red  tape  involved  in 
signing  out  has  been  eliminated,  be- 
cause more  responsibility  is  being 
placed  on  the  student.  Also,  through 
the  student  housing  committee,  Mrs. 
Prior  is  making  every  effort  to  make 
everybody  happy.  That’s  a pretty  large 
order  for  anyone;  but  from  what  I’ve 
observed,  it  would  seem  that  she  is 
meeting  with  success.

credit  for  which  goes  to  the  class  of 
’56,  is  mixed  houses.  Last  year,  it  was 
the  opinion  of  many  members  of  this 
class  that  the  hostile  attitude  which 
existed  in  many  instances  between  sen- 
iors and  freshmen  could  be  erased  if 
the  two  classes  got  to  know  each  other 
better.  To  this  end,  representatives 
from  the  class  of  ’56  recommended 
to  the  administration  that  either  some 
or  all  of  the  houses  be  mixed. 


This  recommendation  became  a 
reality  when  we  of  the  senior  class  re- 
turned to  campus  this  fall  and  found 
ourselves  living  in  the  same  houses 
with  freshmen. 

Thus  far,  the  experiment  has  en- 
gendered relatively  few  complications, 
and  on  the  whole  it  has  been  quite 
successful.  The  freshmen,  of  course, 
have  no  grounds  for  comparison,  and 
complaints  among  the  seniors  have 
been  few  and  far  between.  The  vast 
majority  of  the  seniors  seem  to  agree 
that  this  new  state  of  affairs  will  make 
for  much  smoother  relations  between 
the  two  classes. 

This  is  a year  of  transition  at  Pine 
Manor.  As  times  change,  institutions 
must  also  change.  And  I feel  that  the 
administration,  the  faculty,  and  the  stu- 
dents should  be  commended  for  their 
inter-cooperation  in  making  these 
changes  successful.
